Are Disappointed on the Prcie&t Ap- 
pearance of the Tariff Schedule, 


In a review of the situation in New 


England cotton milla the Advertiser today 
presents this very conservatlre opinion: 


The cotton mills of New England report 


moderate orders for their goods of late. 
Converters have been using more material 
for dress goods recently, and the mills 
making brown drills, ducks and osniburgs 
have been shipping more of them than Was 
the case a few weeks ago. The concerns 
making denims and ticks are also dispos- 
ing of some goods, while, extensive sales 
are reported of canton flannels. 


The mills running on ginghams and 


woven wash fabrics are operating their 
machinery at moderate speed, as the de- 
mand would not warrant any extra output 
just now. 


Tbe mills engaged in manufacturing cot- 


ton for export are doing but a moderate 
business both on brown and colored goods. 
The outward movement the past week in- 
cluded 3000 packages from New York and 
11 from this port, a total of 3671 packages 
valued at about $190,000. Of the number 
807 packages were sent to Cbili, 820 to 
Aden,500 to Hodeidah, 250 to British East 
Indies, 202 to Africa, IS" to Brazil, 148 to 
Central America, 181 to Venezuela and 117 
to Hayti. 


It Is rumored at Fall River that the plan 


submitted Monday lo Ihe local Ireasurersis 
fayored generally'by them, and that a ma- 
jority are ready to sijn it, and thus hold 
tbeir goods at 2| cents per yard until 
1,000,000 have been accumulated.

Evidently tbe cotton 
men will have to again visit Washington 
with a view to making some kind of terms 
or else exert themselves lo the defeating 
of the bill, which, it seems now, would be 
the simplest expedient. 


As a mailer of fact, in no case does the 


cloth schedule exceed the McKinley sche- 
dule. An average of the rates places the 
new scliedule under tbe McKinley schedule, 
snd in some cases there is a reduction of 50 
p. c. In only three instances do the rates 
in the Fall River schedule equal those in. 
McKinley measure, and there is only the 
finest of toeds against goods, coarse or 
fine, under the schedule at present in use. 


For instance, in soods exceeding 150 


threads and not exceeding 200 threads to 
'he sq. in. the McKinley rate of duty is 
:} 1-2 cents per sq. yard for unbleached 
goods. An ad valorem duty of 45 p. c. is 
provided for when the clolh exceeds a cer- 
tain price in value, but like all ad valorem 
duties this, is open to the objection that 
dishonest invoices may be employed to get 
for the finest goods tbe fixed rales. 


In the class of cotton cloth exceeding200 


ihrem)1; to tbe sq. inch, iwo rates in the 
Fall River schedule equal the rates in the 
McKiuley scliedule for cloth that may be 
similar. "The rate under the McKinley 
measure for unbleached cloth in this class 
is 4- cents per sq. yard, and for bleached 
it is'oi cents.

LOSS OF 


I., SUFFERS 
$500,000. 


The Origin of the Firo a Mystery, But 


Supposed to be Incendiary—Vessels in 
the Kivur Burned. 


PAWTUCKET, R I., Mny 17.—Tbe city 


was illuminated inst night by the blaze 
from fully 50,000 tons of coal consumed in 
the disastrous fire on the river front yes- 
terday afternoon. A conservative esti- 
mate places the losses at $500,000 The lire 
started from a spark 
wafted from a 


plumber's kettle to the barn of the Newell 
Coal and Lumber company, whose entire 
property is in ashes. 


With lightning like rapidity the flames 


communicated with the coal and lumber 
yards of Olney & Payne Bros , and their 
stock and structures were wholly con- 
sumed. 
The flames next darted across 


the river, enveloping in their fold the 
coal and lumber yards of the J. T. Cot- 
trell company and the City Coal com- 
pany, which were heavily stocked and are 
also heavy losers. 


The flames were fanned by a strong 


wind from the northwest, keeping the 
blaze along the river front, else the de- 
struction of tenement houses in the vicin- 
ity would have been something appalling. 
As it was three were destroyed, and the 
tenants barely saved their effects 
The 


buildings were occupied by John McNally 
and familly, Mrs. Mary McCann and 
family, Mrs. McFadden and family and 
Mrs. Moore. A two-story dwelling on the 
west side of Lumber street waa also de- 
•troved. 


There were many vessels In the river, 


the majority hurrying out of harm's way, 
but the schooner A. M. Hopkins, loaded 
with pavine stones for Lincoln, waa 
burned to the water's edge, involving a 
loss of 812,000.. The Zampa, another

sistance and was consumed.

BOSTON, May 17.—The house engrossed 


tha senata bill authorizing the city of 
Boston to incur indebtedness for park 
purposes. 


MT. Myers opened the debate in the 


house on the Gothenburg and Norvvogiau 
system* of licensing the sale of intox- 
icating liquors, the eomnsittee on liquor 
law reporting inexpedient to legislate on 
the report of the commission appointed to 
investigate the subject. The bill which 
Mr. Myers proposed to substitute for the 
committee report, he said, was of a per- 
missive character, enabling cities which 
havs voted for license for two successive 
years to adopt the system. He claimed 
that it would result in the great benefit of 
municipalities by removing the influence 
of the liquor traffic from politics. It was 
also the best system yet devised to con- 
trol the iniquitous trade. 


He read a telegram from the General 


Association of Congregational Churches 
endorsing the system, and asking tha 
legislature to enact the bill into a lnw. 
The liqaor traffic waa against the measure 
to the death, because it is death to the 
liquor traffic. H« did not claim that tho 
system would completely eliminate tha 
liquor business, but it would greatly 
diminish it. He characterized the liquor 
traffic M a thousand-handed demon, and 
asserted thot the substitute which he 
moved would lop off somo of its arms. 
The substitute bill was adopted by a ris- 
ing vote of 132 to 89. 


The bill establishing the office of state 


fire marshal was patted to be engrossed. 


Tbe house refused to reconsider its vote 


of Tuesday, by which a bill fixing the 
number of hours which shall constitute a 
day's work was passed to be engrossed. 


Tho committee on finance reported that 


tbe bill to provide for the appointment of 
gtenm railroad inspectors ought to pass. 


The bill to establish a lien for storage 


charges upon goods stored with a public 
warehouseman was rejected. 


The bill for tho introduction of Mongo- 


lian pheasants was engrossed. 


In the senate ths house amendments 1o 


the bill to incorporate the town of East 
Longmendow were concurred in without 
debate. 


Mr. Lawrence moved to amend the bill 


relative to the issue of stock and bonds by 
railroad and street railway corporations 
that wien the railroad commissioners 
render a decision on the application of 
nny corporation for authority to increase 
its capital stock, they shall within geven 
days after announcing their decision flla 
in the office of the board a statement 
clearly and specifically assigning the 
reason that influenced them to determin- 
ing the question. The amendment waa 
adopted.

WEEK'S TRADE OUTLOOK. 


Indications o£ a Healthy 
Revival In 


Standard Cotton Goods—Manufacturers 
Are Disappointed on the Present Ap- 
pcarance nf thu Tariff Schedule. 


Iu a review of the situation in New 


England cotton mills tbe Advertiser today 
presents Ibis very conservative opinion: 


The cotton mills of New England report 


moderate orders for llieir goods of late. 
Converters have been using more material 
for dresa goods recently, and the mills 
Tiiakin;: brown drills, ducks and osnabursa 
have been shippins more uf them than was 
tbe c.-.fs a few necks ago. The concerns 
making denims and Licks are also dispos- 
ing of some gooih, while extensive sales 
aie reported of canton flannels. 


Tbe mil's running on ginjbams and 


woven \\ash fabrics are operating their 
machinery at moderate speed, as the de- 
mand would not warrant any extra output 
just now. 


The mills engaged in manufacturine cot- 


ton for export aie doing but a moderate 
business both on brown and colored goods. 
Tbe outward movement tbe past •week in- 
cluded olMO packages from !New York and 
11 from this port, a total of 3071 packages 
valued at about $190,000. Of the number 
907 packaRes were sent to Chili, 820 to 
Aden.500 to Houeklab. 230 to British East 
Indies, 202 to Africa, 1S7 to Brazil, 143 to 
Central America, 181 to Venezuelaand 117 
to Hayti 


It is rumored at Fall River tbat the plan 


submitted Monday to tbe local treasurers is 
favored generally by them, and that a ma1 


jority are ready to sitrn it, and thus bold 
their goods at 2£ cents per yard until 
1.000,000 have been accumulated. There 
is notbinc in the business as the situation 
now stands, and 't is conceded that a move 
of some kind ought to be made.

E\ident]y the cotton 
ro^n will have to again visit Washington 
with a view to maki'i; some kind of terras 
or else exert themselves to Ihe defeating 
of the bill, which, it secos now, would be 
the simplest expedient. 


As a matter of fact, in no case does the 


cloth schedule exceed the McKinley sche- 
dule. An nieratre of the rates places tuo 
new schedule under the McKinley schedule, 
and iu some cases there is a reduction nf 5U

'1 lie rates in the Fali River 
schedule are similar in t-iess two cases pro* 
Tided the goods wei:;h o er5 yards per !k 
For hcaviei and coarser goods the Fail 
Kiver Mibeciule provides a reduction from 
the McKialev rate.
